A sittin g of the cham ber had ju st 
been concluded, and it is believed th at 
th e bom b or infernal m achine w as ex ­ 
ploded alm ost in front of th e cham ­ 
ber, b u t the police b eing in com plete 
possession 
of th e P iazza di 
M onte 
Citorio fu ll particulars are u n a tta in ­ 
able.

exp losion 
sh attered a ll 
th e 
w in dow s in th e neighborhoord and at 
le a st V - 
persons w ere w ounded. 
A 
d ea fen in g report w as heard im m ed­ 
ia tely a fter th e exp losion, and it a t­ 
tracted large crow ds of people to th e 
spot, fillin g a ll th e streets lead in g to 
th e Piazza di M onte Citorio. 
T he police im m ed iately after th e ex­ 
plosion sw arm ed to th e sp ot in large 
num bers, and, it is said, succeeded in 
m ak ing several im p ortan t arrests.

“By experiments of mechanical experts 
the commission showed th at in a burglar’s 
tinieaud with tools at a bu rg lar’s command

dinary safes, aud with drills and blowpipes , 
to cut holes 4 inches in diam eter through I 
4}4 inches of the best metals— franklinite ( 
and other high resistants. 
“Then by experiments which I conduct­ 
ed it was proved possible by attacks with 
fulm inate of mercury, nitroglycerin, dy­ 
namite—all articles of ordinary com me rec­ 
to open any of the safes of square construc­ 
tion in less than an hour, often in a few 
minutes, aud by the use of charges so small 
as to do no serious damage to the building 
or even to the contents of the safe, and with­ 
out producing sufficient report to attract 
attention in the immediate neighborhood. 
“The first method of attack was by the 
door. The common square, most generally 
used, and the circular, known as the screw 
door, blit also of lam inated or sheet con­ 
struction, were found to yield quickly to a 
small quantity o f-nitroglycerin poured bite 
the crack, which always exists in such con­ 
struction between the door and jamb. 
“In one of my experiments a safe taken 
from a bank was attacked. It had a screw

Quinn after his meetings and confessed 
their sin, signed the anti gambling pledge 
and resolved to begin anew life. Many con- i 
firmed gamblers’ hearts have been touched 
by the earnest appeals made to them. 
E. T. Goff, a Buffalo lawyer who has 
been connected with revival work for sev- i 
eral years, became interested in Quinn. J 
Last December he purchased a half interest 
in the car and entered upon the work with 
Quinn. He took his family on board with 
him —Mrs. Goff, a handsome woman; Maud, 
who will be 17 in four months, and W ard, 
a boy of ll.

between the elderly 
Quinn and the youthful Maud commenced 
some tim e ago and went on w ithout any 
one but themselves being the wiser. To be 
sure, the jealous parents knew that Quinn 
admired their dainty daughter.

T H IS SW IN D L E R FAILED. 


U n a b le to R e c o u p H is F o r tu n e s b y th e 
M y ste r io u s D isa p p e a r a n c e A c t. 
The mania for swindling life insurance 
companies appears to be increasing among 
persons of a speculative tem peram ent who 
are not averse to the pains of a sudden and 
mysterious disappearance when there is a 
prospect of substantial financial gain. A 
recent case of this sort th at created some­ 
thing of a sensation in New England was 
th at of A. H. Howland, a Boston engineer ; 
who feigned suicide from a Fall R iver' 
steam boat on Dec. 30. His life was insured | 
for $5,000, and soon after his disappearance 
his firm failed with heavy liabilities. 
On Dec. 30 a man answering Howland’s 
description registered at the Putnam House 
in New York city as A. II. Hading of Bos-

W hile there he forged a draft for $3,- 
ton. 
150, and failing to cash it again disap-' 
pearcd. Meanwhile the condition of How-! 
laud’s affairs in Boston aroused the suspi-1 
cions of the detectives, and with the assist-1 
alice of New York reporters they finally 
traced Howland to Newark about a month 
after his supposed suicide. W hen found, 
he was completely prest rated and was glad 
enough to abandon the game he had under-. 
taken. W riting to his wife, he said: 
! 
“I had frequent at tacks of vertigo from 
day to day until they came on me every 
day. On one of the many nights th at I lay 
awake thinking the situation over it oc­ 
curred to me that you. my wife, and family 
would be better off if I were out of the 
way. You would have the homestead and 
the carriages. They would be yours, aud 
you could get the redemption value of my 
life insurance policy. That would be enough 
for you to live on until I found means with 
new plans and a better chance of caring for 
you as I wished.” 
The first of the “new plans” for recoup­ 
ing his fortunes tried by Howland was for­ 
gery, and th at failing he was without fur­ 
ther resources. W hen found by the detect­ 
ives. he had no money.

annular iron ring screwed into the iron 
frame hinged on the front of the safe.

“As ail example of the opening of the or­ 
dinary square door, the attack was upon a 
safe which was built for the Mercantile 
National bank of New York city. It was 
delivered to the commission locked and 
sealed as it came from the bank. It was Z 
feet 8 inches high, 2 feet 8)^ inches wide and 
2 feet 2 inches deep on the outside. It was 
found to consist of six plates. The first 
outer plate was of ‘wrought iron one-hall 
inch thick; the second, wrought iron one- 
quarter iuch thick. The third was one- 
half inch thick of three and five ply lam i­ 
nated welded steel and iron strips, presuma­ 
bly chrome steel, with turned corners, each 
plate being 0 inches wide. 
The fourth 
plate was of franklinite 1) 5 inches thick, 
cast in double basket work, one-quarter 
inch wrought iron rods laid in sections, 
with solid turned corners. The fifth was 
one-quarter inch wrought iron; the sixth, 
one-half inch wrought iron. The construc­ 
tion was excellent. The door was a fine 
specimen of its kind, being provided with 
tongue and groove and rubber packing. 
The bolting and locking was a beautiful 
piece of workmanship of the most elaborate 
and most approved kind. 
It was 2 feet 
"W ide anil 5 feet high. 
. 
“The attack was begun by m aking n 
putty well at the edge of t he door and pour­ 
i n g into the crevice between the door and 
j th t jam b 4.8 ounces of nitroglycerin. The 


J explosive ran iii rapidly, notwithstanding 
I the fit was very close. No wedge was nec­ 
essary. 
Eight m inutes after operations 
began the charge was fired. The safe had 
been placed in a rough shed, and when all 
was ready everybody walked away to a dis­ 
tance of 50 feet. $o slight was the report 
for which we were listening that the com­ 
missioners would scarcely believe any work 
had been done. 
We found th at the whole 
jam b of the door was blown out and under 
the door a space left sufficient to adm it the 
whole hand and arm into t he safe. 
“The plate of franklinite was shattered 
into fragments. The under door of the 
lower compartment was blown in, the di­ 
viding shelf between the lower and middle 
compartments was blown upward, the lirst 
three plates of the jam b were torn out 
down to the franklinite, aud the first plate 
of the three-sixteenths of an inch was en­ 
tirely stripped off. 
In eight; minutes full 
access had been gained, by means easily ut 
a burglar’s command, into this large sale 
constructed for a metropolitan bank as 
burglar proof. This was but a type of

W a s h in g t o n , March 9.—The tariff 
b ill has been subm itted to the finance 
com m ittee. The more im portant item s 
in the tariff bill just presented to the 
fu ll com m ittee are as follows: 
Sugar not above 80 degrees polaris­ 
cope test, I cent per pound; for every 
additional degree or fraction not above 
~90 degrees, 1-10 of a m ill additional; 
above 90 and not above 90, 2-10 of a m ill 
per degree, 
and above 90 degrees, 
a duty of I 4-10 cents per pound; mo­ 
lasses testing not above 50 degrees by 
the polariscope shall pay a duty of 2 
cen ts per gallon; 
m olasses 
testing 
above 50 degrees shall pay a duty of 4 
eents per gallon. 
W hisky at §1.10 per gallon and the 
bonded period extended from three to 
e ig h t years. Iron ore, 40 cents per ton; 
lead ore, % cents per pound, including 
lead mixed w ith silver ores; coal, bi­ 
tum inous and shale, 40 cents per ton. 
The incom e tax feature is left in the

T hat was a foregone conclusion, 
and the public m ight as w ell make up 
its mind th at it w ill become a law.

victed of the offense first charged— 
assault with intent to kill his punish­ 
m ent would have been from one to 
five years in states prison. 
The jury 
had evidently taken into considera­ 
tion the absence of motive for m urder 
and had made the verdict as favor­ 
able as possible. 
His honor said in 
th e course of bis rem arks: 
“ The affray in which you made the 
assault appears from the evidence not 
to have been instigated by any cause 
other than the excessive use of intoxi­ 
cating drinks. 
There does not appear 
to have been any prem editated re­ 
venge, avarice or passion on your part 
in the affair, and there appears to 
have been no intelligent design in the 
mind of any one having a part in the 
affray. 
The coming together* of two 
or more drunken men was the inspira­ 
tion of the transaction and the conse­ 
quences such as are always like'y to 
result from such a meeting and in this 
case a citizen came near losing his life. 
“ I could declare a sentence for your 
im prisonm ent in the penitentary for a 
year with much less reluctance than 
I could for your confinement in the 
County jail for the same 
time. 
You 
are an old man, accustomed to m anu­ 
al labor and I fear th a t long enforced 
idleness in the jail would be ruinous 
to your health and of no benefit to 
your morals. 
“ I hope you have already carefully 
considered the importance of reform 
in your habits of drink and resolved 
to so dispose of the few years of this 
life th a t may be left to you as to com­ 
mand the respect aud esteem due to a 
good citizen.”

A QUAKER JULIET. 


In tho beginning of the present cen­ 
tury Philadelphia was a quaint and pic­ 
turesque city. 
Commercial greed had 
not obliterated old landmarks, and pic­ 
turesque features were protected alike 
by municipal ordinances and public sen­ 
timent. 
Rows of fine trees bordered 
the streets, and these were tended and 
cared for by householders.
